STATES KNOW WHAT 
he’s doing. What other conclusion can the 
nation draw? 

The US has been at war in Iraq longer 
than it was involved in World War II. You 
remember that one, the one against Hitler’s 
Germany, Mussolini’s Italy, and imperial Ja- 
pan. The one your father or your grandfather 
or maybe even your great-grandfather called 
the “Big One”: the one that engulfed all of 
Europe, much of Asia, and a good chunk of 
Africa. That one. 

Well, it looks like President George W. 
Bush is going to keep this one going fora 
long, long time. By the time you read this, 
Bush probably will have called for in- 
crease of 20,000 troops in Iraq. Even before 
he spoke, the Associated Press reported that 
elements of the 82nd Airborne Division sta- 
tioned in Kuwait were preparing for deploy- 
ment in Iraq. 

It’s hard to know what to think. Should 
we be outraged? Or incredulous? Bush may 
be ignorant, but he is not stupid. It’s hard 
not to conclude that his arrogance knows 
no bounds. Or that he’s crazy. Talk that he 
might face impeachment by the newly Dem- 
ocratic House of Representatives — a fitting 
dream, but an unlikely reality — should be 
replaced by calls that he undergo a psychiat- 
ric evaluation. But even if Bush were found 
to be certifiable, the thought of his being re- 
placed by that even more dangerous political 
psychopath, the aptly named Dick Cheney, is 
even more frightening. 

There is no elegant way to put it: we’re 
screwed. Given the intricacies of the federal 
budget, Bush already has the money to get 
more troops into Iraq. It’s likely the first step 
stopping him would place limit 
the number troops that could deployed. 
But some key congressmen think no mean- 
ingful fiscal hobblers can be put on Bush’s 
escalation of troop levels until next year. And 
even if Congress were to summon the gump- 
tion, the courage, to do the right thing, the 
commonsensible thing, and deny funding 
for additional troops, as Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy wisely urges, there is absolutely 
no reason to believe — let alone hope — that 
Bush would accept the duly constituted 
authority of Congress. It seems more certain 
that the nation will eventually face a consti- 
tutional showdown. 

Bush lied to get us into Iraq. He’s lied 
keep there. He’s ignored the swing 
public opinion against the war. He’s been 
indifferent — if not contemptuous — of 
international opinion. He’s unmindful 
his father’s apparent reservations about the 
war. He’s scornful the Iraq Study Group’s 
bipartisan recommendation that cut 
our losses and get out. (Although if he 
scorned his father’s advice, why should 


we expect him to take the advice of his dad’s 
secretary of state, James Baker, co-chair 
of the group?) 

President Bush is as dangerous as he is 
ignorant. And while we can still hope that 
the Democratic House and increasingly 
skeptical Senate might yet stand up to him, 
the odds are long that Congress will do 
that. Senator Kennedy may be a consum- 
mate Washington inside player, but he is far 
to the left of most in either congressional 
chamber. Kennedy may be assuming a his- 
toric and courageous burden by arguing that 
funds for more troops be cut, but it is by no 
means certain that others will overnight ac- 
quire the backbone necessary to stand up and 
stare down Bush. In the weeks and months 
to come, keep an eye on Republican Senator 
John Warner of Virginia. If he joins Kennedy 
and others, Congress’s spine may stiffen. 

When it comes to Iraq, Bush has become 
a dictator. Before the nation can extricate 
itself from this war, going have 
come to terms with this fact. Heaven help 
us if we don’t. 


HOW BOSTON DOING? 


Three things stand out in the wake of Boston 
mayor Thomas Menino’s recent State of the 
City Address: 

1) Menino’s most ambitious proposal, 
his “Smart From the Start” 10-year strategic 
plan to prevent — rather than just close 
— the achievement gap Boston’s poorest 
and youngest residents face is laudable, 
ambitious, and sorely needed. By using 
neighborhood community centers to “offer 
child-care providers and parents free early- 


learning opportunities” along with 
“adult education and English-as-a- 
second-language classes that incorporate 
a curriculum on child development and 
school readiness,” Menino hopes to break 
the vicious circle of hopelessness that po- 
tentially imprisons so many. Paying for 
such a program will be a challenge, but if 
we don’t strive for greatness, how can we 
even hope to achieve goodness? And, ina 
departure from the past, likely find 
support for this kind of program from our 
new governor. 

2) The mayor is still in denial about the 
plague of murder, gunplay, and fear that 
grips Boston's poorest neighborhoods. He 
trotted out all the old bromides and plati- 
tudes about solving the problem. But he of- 
fered nothing bold, nothing new, nothing 
convincing. Good intentions, sad to say, are 
just not enough. Still, the additional police 
officers that he’ll hire are a practical and 
welcome move. 

While the symbolism giving his 
speech Dorchester’s Strand Theater 
was powerful and worthy of applause, the 
fact that much of the audience was bussed 
in from available parking spaces by the 
Bayside Expo Center speaks volumes about 
Boston's reality gap. Menino wants — 
we all want — similar things for Boston: 
better neighborhoods, safer neighbor- 
hoods, more livable neighborhoods with 
vital neighborhood centers. Uphams 
Corner not yet there. And the gap be- 
tween that reality and the realization of 
dreams for that neighborhood should not 
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Get out town?

This president fails to surprise anymore. With new 
Democratic majorities in both houses balking and 
even members of his own party saying no, with 
military brass dead-set against it, and with 89 
percent the country flat-out opposed, George 
Bush announced Wednesday night (or was expected 
to at press time) his plan to “surge” 20,000 troops 
into the burning quicksand of Iraq.

The Departed 


James Kelly, R.LP. 


Consider, for a moment, two of the many compli- 
ments paid to South Boston political icon Jimmy Kelly 
following his death from cancer Tuesday morning. 
Boston mayor Tom Menino termed the district coun- 
cilor from Southie “a true gentleman, a man of his 
word whose convictions always came from the heart.” 
And at BostonHerald.com, Jack Hart, Southie’s state 
senator, called Kelly “a man of velvet and steel. He 
was as tough as nails when he had to be but was 
gentle as a lamb when relating to people that were 
disenfranchised or needed assistance.” 

Let’s start with Menino’s comments — and let’s 
accept the mayor’s suggestion that Kelly’s convic- 
tions were utterly sincere. That doesn’t mean they 
were right. noted the Globe’s fine obituary, 
which was written by Brian MacQuarrie and Andrew 
Ryan, Kelly frequently stoked race-based enmity in 
his hometown. (Those are my words, not theirs.) 

In the ’7os, as a community activist, Kelly made 

his name battling busing; in the 80s, as a Boston 
city councilor, he fought against the integration 

of Southie’s public housing; a couple of years ago, 
when I covered the council for the Phoenix, Kelly was 
still railing against anti-white racism. What’s more, 
Kelly staunchly supported excluding gay and lesbian 
groups from Southie’s veteran-sponsored St. Patrick’s 
Day parade in the early 1990s — a position which, 
though ultimately affirmed by the US Supreme Court, 
was homophobic to the core. (Menino’s current loy- 
alty among the gay electorate stems, in part, from 


his decision to boycott the Southie parade early in his 
mayoral tenure.) 

Hart’s remarks are interesting for two reasons. 
First, saying that Kelly was “tough as nails when he 
had to be” amounts to an endorsement of every fight 
Kelly picked over the years. What’s more, the char- 
acterization of Kelly as a “lamb” to the vulnerable de- 
pends on a very narrow definition of whom, exactly, 
the vulnerable are. In April 1976 — a couple weeks 
after Ted Landsmark was brutalized on City Hall Plaza 
during an anti-busing gathering — Kelly, then head 
of the South Boston Information Center, refused to 
participate “Procession against Violence” that 
featured, among others, Senator Ted Kennedy, then- 
mayor Kevin White, and then-senator Ed Brooke, the 
first African-American elected to the US Senate. Ac- 
cording to Kelly, his non-participation was a swipe at 
the liberal establishment for supporting busing to in- 
tegrate Boston’s schools. That was one way to read it. 

None of this means Kelly shouldn’t be mourned. 
He died too young, at the age of 66. He was remark- 
ably attentive to the needs of his constituents, not 
just in South Boston, but in the South End and China- 
town as well. And he represented a vanishing culture 
— that of the clannish, combative Irish-Americans 
who dominated South Boston for more than a cen- 
tury. That said, his legacy is a deeply ambiguous one. 
Kelly was beloved among his own people. But other 
Bostonians can be excused for feeling differently.

Healey quietly vetoes Bike Safety Bill

As if that weren't enough, the state — or rather, the 
state’s chief executives — recently opted not to pass the Bicy- 
cle Safety Bill (formerly known as the Bicycle Bill of Rights). 
The bill, which made it all the way through the legislative 
process for the first time since it was introduced six years 
ago, clarified and strengthened existing laws regarding pass- 
ing and police training. After finally making it to the gover- 
nor’s desk after years of legislative languishing, the bill was 
vetoed on December 31 by Lieutenant Governor Kerry Healey, 
who was covering for her boss that day. In a brief veto letter, 
Healey wrote, support increased awareness bike safety, 
but I believe this bill is overly regulative and represents an 
unwarranted governmental intrusion into the recreational 
affairs of citizens.” 

David Watson, executive director of MassBike, says that 
Healey “completely misunderstood” the intent of the bill. It 
“was making existing laws more easily enforceable,” says 
Watson, who insists that the regulative section was a “sec- 
ondary aspect” the bill. 

Under current law, cyclists are governed by the same rules 
that apply to motorists. The Bike Safety Bill retains those terms 


ters; and beef up enforcement procedures that protect both mo- 
torists and cyclists. An anti-dooring provision — the only piece

Watson calls these concerns “no-brainers,” and says “con- 
sidering how straightforward these issues are, it was just 
so disappointing that the lieutenant governor ignored those 
parts, or didn't see them,” particularly given that she “ran a 
campaign on a public-safety platform.” 

Because of the 11th-hour rejection, there was no time to 
attempt to override the veto. Instead, the bill will have to 
wait until the next legislative sessior., and will have to be 
filed by January 10. Senator Pam Resor, Democrat of Acton, 
will be re-filing the bill with the Senate, according to a press 
Telease sent out by MassBike. 

As for whether the Patrick administration will be more 
amenable to upping Boston's bike-a-bility, Watson says he's 
“cautiously optimistic.” The bill was denied at earlier stages in 
the process several times, and this last round was the closest it 
has come to passing. But the new legislative session needs to go 
through the entire process again before the bill can passed. 
“We have every hope that the Patrick administration will be - 
more receptive to this kind of thing,” Watson says. “Now it’s 
just a question of getting boosted up on the priority list.”

Mitt Romney has been court- 
ing evangelical-Christian 
q , support for his presidential 
ambitions. But Romney is al- 
so seeking friends — and, more important, 
money — among Jews. 

The Jewish vote consistently goes to 
Democrats, but Republicans have found a 
large and increasing source of campaign 
funds among wealthy, conservative Jewish 
Americans. Romney wants some of that 
gelt, and he’s going after it in a big way. In 
October, he hired Noam Neusner, 
former-White House liaison to the Jewish 
community, as an adviser. And when 
Romney announced his 10 national finance 
co-chairs last week, one was former ambas- 
sador Mel Sembler — a mega-fundraiser 
from Florida and honorary chair of the 
Republican Jewish Coalition.

ROMNEY WOOS THE JEWS. PLUS, THE MASS GOP FAILS ANOINT

It’s important that Romney getting 
started on this task, says Bob Naboicheck, 
vice-chair of United Jewish Communities 
and head of Jewish outreach for Bush- 
Cheney 2004. “The game has started 
early.” All of the major Republican candi- 
dates are already making calls for money, 
touting their support for Israel. “As far 
the Jewish community, | think they are all 
in good standing,” he says. 

Naboicheck makes clear that, for GOP 
candidates, “Jewish outreach” differs 
from outreach to other ethnic and demo- 
graphic groups; that was certainly true 
for the Bush-Cheney campaign. “Clearly 
the Jewish outreach had fundraising 
component. You weren’t fundraising 
from veterans and Native Americans,” 
Naboicheck says. 

Rich Jewish Republicans are especially 
for grabs this year, since the political 
demise of Rick Santorum, the potential 
GOP presidential candidate considered by 
many have the strongest support among 
that crowd rivaled, perhaps, only 
Newt Gingrich, who has not yet thrown 
his hat into the ring. 

stand out among the remaining can- 
didates — McCain and Giuliani, in particu- 
lar Romney has made point attend- 
ing high-profile Israel-related events since 
at least 2005, and of making statements 
sure get attention among conservative 
Jewish voters — including his refusal to 
offer State Police protection for Mohammad 
Khatami, when the former Iranian presi- 
dent, who has been accused of issuing 
anti-Semitic public statements, made a 
September 2006 speech Harvard. 

Romney also recently blasted the Iraq 
Study linkage Iraq solution 
to the Israel-Palestine conflict, which the 
group’s report suggested underlies much 
the regional violence. Many saw that 
wrong-headedly blaming Israel for Sunni- 
Shi'ite tensions, and Romney echoed their 
concerns. also got Zionist kudos for blast- 
ing the report’s recommendation that the 
open direct negotiations with Iran and 
Syria, which Romney has called “terrorist 
regimes.” Romney recently told the National 
Review Online that it would be counter- 
productive to negotiate with Iran, which, 
he said, “sponsors Hezbollah, has nuclear 
ambitions, and has been clear in its inten- 
tion wipe our ally Israel off the map.” 

Romney landed a big fish when 
St. Louis investor Sam Fox, one of the 
biggest Jewish GOP donors, who was 
recently nominated to be US ambassador 
to Belgium, gave $100,000 to Romney’s 
lowa Commonwealth PAC in July. A few 
other big names those circles gave lesser 
amounts to the Commonwealth PAC this 
past year, including Lewis Eisenberg, 
Marc Lipschultz, and Fred Zeidman. 

Several others wrote large checks to the 
Romney-chaired Republican Governors 
Association, including Sheldon Adelson 
and Dawn Arnall. Eric Tanenblatt, a Bush 
“Ranger” (meaning he raised at least 


$200,000 for George W. Bush’s re-election 
campaign), has signed Romney’s 
Georgia finance chair. And Massachusetts 
businessman and Jewish philanthro- 

pist Theodore Cutler also has been big 
Romney supporter. The mitzvah list sure 


to grow in the coming months. 


RUSH JUDGMENT 
Last Thursday, while Massachusetts Dem- 
ocrats were celebrating the inauguration 
Deval Patrick, the Massachusetts Republi- 
can Party was supposed elect the person 
who would lead the opposition the new 
governor and the Democrat-dominated leg- 
islature. Although eight candidates were 
running for party chair, reports indicated 
that the election, scheduled that evening, 
would coronation former congress- 
man Peter Torkildsen. 

Turns out, the election wasn’t even held. 

The January 4 election was post- 
poned the 16th, after complaints sur- 
faced that not all committee members 
received the requisite 10-day notification. 
that sort technicality gets 
brushed aside. But some committee 
members, upset the way outgoing 
chair Darrell Crate seemed to be rushing 
the vote, used it to force a postponement 
and buy extra time. 

Crate has already gotten grief from 
committee members for seeming 
endorse Torkildsen in a November 
interview with Jon Keller. But under- 
lying that annoyance is concern that 
Torkildsen might too closely aligned 
with Crate, who they associate with the 
Romney-Healey forces that have led the 
party since 2002 and from whom many 
want a clean break. “The vast majority 
state-committee members are not 
supportive of Romney for anything,” 
says Peter Lukes, committee member 
from Worcester. 

“Committee members are split between 
those who want to continue the way 
things have been going, and those who 
don’t,” says Shari Worthington, a commit- 
tee member who says she undecided. 

Aside from being concerned that 
Torkildsen, who serves Romney’s 
Department Workforce Development, 
too closely aligned with the former 
governor, committee members are vexed 
some his expectations. Torkildsen 
wants $100,000 salary for what has 
been unpaid position recent 
years. He also wants a car. The other 
candidates have said they would not ask 
paid. 

Torkildsen is also widely seen as want- 
ing the chairmanship rebuild his own 
public profile, perhaps for another run 
political office. Needless say, many 
the state’s GOP circles are tired self- 
serving party leaders (Weld, Cellucci, 
Romney) skipping out them.

Still, no other candidate has been able 
to gain traction. “I think Peter Torkildsen 
likely has the votes, if only because the 
anti-establishment voters are divided,” 
says Lukes. 

But with the postponement, that 
could change; already one the seven 
other candidates has dropped out. 

And surprisingly, some committee 
members are putting the remaining 
candidates through open campaign 
process startling alternative 
the usual backroom deal-making 
most state party elections, Democrat 
Republican. They’re even having public 
candidate debates, including one last 
Friday in Woburn, with at least one 
more scheduled. 

This is, after all, probably the most 
important vote the committee has faced 
two decades, committee members say. 

“In the past, we’ve had the governor’s 
office setting the agenda and backing 
up, with paid professional person deal- 
ing with the press,” says Brent Andersen, 
committee member and party treasurer 
from Auburn.

Which, course, why the party 
was trying elect someone the time 
Patrick took office.

RNC: PERCENT NEGATIVE 

Kerry Healey wasn’t the only Republican 
for whom negative advertising failed 
The national Republican Party or- 
ganizations spent heavily negative ads 
for candidates, and ended losing both 
houses Congress. 

The GOP wasn’t alone, of course. 
Organizations must disclose “indepen- 
dent expenditures” that specifically advo- 
cate for against candidate for federal 
office and whopping percent the 
$262,687,665 reported by both parties to 
the Federal Election Commission for the 
2006 election cycle was “against” candi- 
date, with only percent “for” one. 

But the GOP’s figures were even 
more tilted, according the Phoenix’s 
analysis the FEC data. The National 
Republican Congressional Committee 
(NRCC) spent 92 percent of its $41.9 
million “against”; the National 
Republican Senatorial Committee 
(NRSC) spent 98 percent of its $19.5 
million “against”; and the Republican 
National Committee spent percent 
its $13.9 million “against.” 

The equivalent Democratic committees 
combined to spend 87 percent of $105 mil- 
lion against candidates. 

The FEC data covers direct-advocacy 
spending for House and Senate races; 
does not include money spent 
staff or donations, or on issue ads that 
don’t specifically urge vote for 
against candidate. 

Some the biggest pro-Democrat 
groups went heavily negative the 
following percentages: MoveOn.org, 93; 
NARAL Pro-Choice America, 91; 


government-employee union 
AFSCME, 90. But others were much 
more benign: Service Employees 
International Union, 12; League 

of Conservation Voters, 28; EMILY’s 
List, 35. 

Interestingly, spending behalf 
Republicans broke down the same way 
congressional races that they won 
and lost: percent positive, percent 
negative. But Democrats seemed 
better when they used more positive 
tilt: spending for Democrats was per- 
cent positive House races they lost, 
but percent positive races they 
won. Could that persuade these groups 
more positive next time? Don’t 
count it. 


NEWCOMER 

THE COUNCIL RACE 

Candidates hoping run for at-large 
seat on the Boston City Council usually 
raising money the December 
the year before the election — which, 
for the November 2007 election, would 
last month. 

Doing allows your key support- 
ers to give the $500 annual maximum 
donation twice. Getting $1000 instead 
of $500 from those folks helps a lot 
when trying raise $150,000 
more for citywide campaign. 

The one already declared ’07 chal- 
lenger, John Connolly, had an active 
December and enters 2007 with nearly 
$36,000 his campaign account 
well ahead the $26,000 had 
on January 1, 2005. At that time, Sam 
Yoon had nearly $30,000 banked, and 
Patricia White had $15,058. 

But this time around. the antici- 
pated spate challengers for the four 
at-large seats did not appear least, 
not for year-end fundraising. Anyone 
who decides to challenge now will be 
working distinct disadvantage. 

The only new candidate open 
committee before the end the year 
was Roxbury resident Eric Georgi, lib- 
eral and gay-rights activist. Georgi had 
not submitted his year-end campaign- 
finance report press time, and could 
not be reached for comment. 

However, his campaign Web site 
Georgi lists several high-profile endors- 
ers, including Somerville representa- 
tive Carl Sciortino and Newton pol 
Angus McQuilken. Another endorser, 
veteran Democratic funder Ronald 
Ansin, sent out fundraising appeal 
for Georgi December. 

Cne reason for the dearth can- 
didates this time around may be the 
uncertainty about at-large councilor 
Stephen Murphy’s future the coun- 
cil. Murphy, early Deval Patrick sup- 
porter, has been rumored line 
for post the new governor’s admin- 
istration. That would open seat the 
council, which would be filled until the 
election Connolly, the next-highest 
finisher in 2005. 

It’s also possible that Mike Flaherty, 
who just lost the council presidency, 
might not run for re-election. 

But until anything happens 
those fronts, potential candidates find 
themselves face face with four tough 
incumbents. Flaherty extremely 
well-funded. Yoon, now an incumbent, 
already has $47,000 in his account, and 
Murphy has $43,000. The only one com- 
ing into 2007 without stockpile Felix 
Arroyo who showed last time around 
that can spend less than his competi- 
tors and still get more votes.

Washington Post staffer Lois Romano re- 
ported that Obama — in his 1995 memoir 
Dreams from My Father: a Story of Race and In- 
heritance — admitted to using cocaine as a 
young man. fact, Romano noted 
her lead, Obama claimed he’d barely es- 
caped life chronic drug abuse. “Junkie. 
Pothead,” Obama wrote. “That’s where 

I'd been headed: the final, fatal role of the 
young would-be black man.” 

Quite revelation, coming from 
rising Democratic star and prospective

most interesting part the story didn’t 
actually involve Obama directly. Toward 
the middle of her piece, Romano offered 
some historical context for Obama’s 
confession.

reference to George W. Bush. You don’t 
take “endless gossip” seriously; it’s 
something dismiss with roll the 
eyes contemptuous shrug. What’s 


more, the subject of this so-called 
gossip is, in Romano’s account, left to 
the reader’s imagination. Did people 
accuse Bush smoking pot, perhaps? 
using mushrooms? tipping cows? 

fact, the question behind the “end- 
less gossip” was whether Bush had ever 
used cocaine. And there was — and is 
— real reason to think he had. 

In the summer of 1999, long-standing 
rumors that Bush had used coke in the 
past were a real drag on his campaign, 
made all the worse by the flimsy non- 
denials issued when pressed the 
subject. (Way back in 1994, when Bush 
was running against Ann Richards for 
the Texas governorship, The Houston 
Chronicle asked he’d ever used ille- 
gal drugs. His answer: “Maybe | did, 
maybe I didn’t. What's the relevance?”) 
In July 1999, during an interview with 
Romano and another Post reporter, Bush 
was asked why he wouldn’t simply 
deny using coke. “I’m not going talk 
about what I did years ago,” he replied. 
Early the next month, after then-South 
Dakota Democratic senator Tom Daschle 
complained that the press wasn’t 
investigating Bush’s past aggressively 
enough, the New York Daily News asked a 
dozen presidential candidates they’d 
ever used cocaine. Bush was the only 
one who didn’t answer the question. 

By mid August 1999, Bush seemed 
losing control the story. 
August 18 — asked by a Dallas Morning 
News reporter he’d require appointees 
hypothetical Bush administration 


answer standard background-check 
questions drug use Bush offered 
this bizarre reply: “As understand it, 
the current form asks the question, 
‘Did somebody use drugs within the 
last seven years?’ and will glad 
answer that question, and the answer 
One day later, Bush complicated 
matters still further saying could 
have passed the 15-year-background 
checks used during his father’s presi- 
dency, which, his campaign spokesper- 
son explained, meant used 
illegal drugs since 1974. “[I] made mis- 
mistakes,” Bush concluded; if people 
satisfied, they could “go find 
somebody else vote for.” 

Taken aggregate, Bush’s responses 
were just unconvincing Clinton’s 
infamous I-never-inhaled line. And 
despite the Bush campaign’s attempts to 
cast them part principled stand 
against dirty politics, they weren’t work- 
ing. The New York Times called on Bush 
to come clean, noting that he’d already 
politicized the personal touting his 
marital fidelity unprompted 
1998. (He’d also spoken openly about his 
history alcohol abuse.) Republican 
moralist Bill Bennett, too, urged Bush to 
be candid. “Bush has essentially admit- 
ted to something,” USA Today noted in an 
editorial. “But refuses say what, 
creating political paradox.” 

took remarkably fortuitous devel- 
opment stop the bleeding. With 
author J.H. Hatfield's claim that Bush 
was arrested for cocaine possession 
1972, only to have the charges thrown out 
through his father’s intercession, the 
1999 book Fortunate Son: George W. Bush and 
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the Making American President didn’t look 
like boon the Bush cause. But when 
Hatfield’s sketchy past came light 

had pled guilty embezzlement 
and tried to have a former boss assassi- 
nated — it became exactly that. (Hatfield 
later committed suicide.) In retrospect, 
Hatfield’s charge wasn’t the only thing to 
be discredited when St. Martin’s recalled 
the book; so, it seems, was all talk of 
Bush’s cocaine use. “The incident could 
not have been designed better the Bush 
campaign itself,” University Virginia 
political scientist Larry Sabato told Globe 
reporter (and former Phoerix media critic) 
Mark Jurkowitz at the tite. 

Fast forward to 2004, when Kitty 
Kelley’s Bush-clan exposé The Family: 
the Real Story the Bush Dynasty offered 
yet another addendum to the Bush- 
and-cocaine storyline: Kelley quoted 
Sharon Bush, the ex-wife of Bush’s 
brother Neil, saying that George W. had 
used cocaine Camp David during his 
father’s presidency more than one 
occasion. Sharon Bush said she’d told 
Kelley such thing; Bush surrogates 
dismissed Kelley’s claims recycled 
junk; and the story went away. 

Which brings us, and large, 
where are today. After the Post’s story 
on Obama ran, Kirian Chetry, Steve 
Doocy, and Andrew Napolitano took 
the implications Obama’s coke use 
Fox News Friends. When Chetry asserted, 
mistakenly, that Bush had talked “very 
candidly” about using cocaine, Doocy 
and Napolitano rushed correct her. 
When Chetry persisted, saying that 
someone (she couldn’t remember Kelley’s 
or Hatfield’s names) had written about 
the subject book, Doocy laughed off 
the point. (“Lots people have written 
things in books,” he chuckled.) Then it 
was jokes about Clinton and his 
silly denial inhalation. Crisis averted. 

That’s Fox, course. But really, how 
much difference there between 
Romano’s whitewash and that offered 
Doocy Napolitano? cocaine 
use certainly fair game for the press 
among other reasons, because 
injected it into the public sphere. But 
the media can’t offer intellectually 
honest assessment Obama’s trans- 
gressions unless they remind the public 
Bush’s own torturous non-denials 
the same subject. 


THE REST THE STORY 
It’s not often that Howie Carr, Blue Mass 
Group, and the Globe and Herald editorial 
pages find themselves united pas- 
sionate agreement. But happened last 
week, when the webcast of the state leg- 
islature’s Constitutional Convention 
where, case you missed it, proposed 
amendment banning gay marriage was 
advanced the next stage the process 
proved barely functional. The 
webcast feature was supposed sup- 
plant live televised broadcasts from the 
House Representatives, which were 
terminated late last year, ostensibly for 
financial reasons. (WGBH had told the 
House it would cost $300,000 to imple- 
ment the necessary technical updates 
and continue broadcasting.) In fact, 
near-constant transmission problems 
rendered the ConCon webcast useless. 
That was bad enough for citizens 
eager know how the debate the 
proposed amendment played out.

Dan 
Kennedy pointed out his Media Nation 
log both 
the Globe and Herald ignored the fact 
that, on the same day as the ConCon, 
the legislature chose not vote ona 
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proposed universal-health-care amend- 
ment, thereby killing it. The fact that 
this went unnoted made easy think 
the legislature had been shamed into 
doing its democratic duty the ConCon 
by last month’s Supreme Judicial Court 
ruling, which ruled that the body has 
obligation vote all amendments 
proposed through citizen-ballot initia- 
tives. (The Herald’s post-ConCon editorial 
“Lawmakers Get It, Patrick Doesn’t” 
epitomized this point view.) fact, 
the death the health-care amendment 
suggests that there were any legisla- 
tive shame, was highly selective. 

The Boston dailies could have followed 
the admirable lead the MetroWest Daily 
News, which, in a remarkably candid 
January 4 editorial, apologized to its read- 
ers for missing the health-care-amend- 
ment story the previous day. (“We spoke 
too soon yesterday when we congratulat- 
ed the state Legislature for taking up the 
anti-gay-marriage amendment without 
recessing,” the editorial began.) Alas, it 
was not to be. The Herald ran one letter 
from reader miffed that the paper had 
ignored the lack vote the health- 
care amendment, and picked (but only 
on its Web site) an AP story on Citizens 
for Limited Taxation’s (CLT) efforts 
force a vote on the issue. That was it. 
Meanwhile, the Globe ran story its 
own the nascent CLT push and left 
that. Very quiet corrections, they can 
be called corrections at all — and by that 
point, who was paying attention?

THE WAR TAPES — The first feature-length war 
documentary shot by soldiers — Sergeant Steve Pink, 
Sergeant Zack Bazzi, and Specialist Mike Moriarty, all 
members of the New Hampshire National Guard — is, 
well, sort homegrown. The movie opens with the 
cameras wrenching under attack — we're not in Mas- 
sachusetts anymore, though Sergeant Pink's thick 
Kingston accent is real enough.

Gregg Gillis’s Girl Talk mash-ups

he music that Cregg Gillis cre- 
ates under the name Girl Talk 
almost necessitates new clas- 
sification. The average mash-up 
combines two songs, with the 
vocal track from one laid over guitar riffs 
and core melodies from the other. Gillis 
creates mash-ups for the overachiever, 
cramming elements from many 
into three-minute tracks. And 
over the course of his three-CD career 
he’s thrived on notoriously raucous | 
ive shows. Some call him DJ, others 
electronic-music performer. “People 
can call me whatever they want and I’m 
cool with that,” he says over the phone 
from his home town of Pittsburgh. “I 
feel like I'm blurring lines right now 
with what’s original music and 
just a mix. I'm just making songs out 
pop samples.” 

Lots samples. The hook for his third 
for Illegal Art, Night Ripper, the 
quantity of music he sampled to create 
it.

Listening to Night Ripper can, then, 
turn into a game of “name that song.” 
Gillis combines everything from chart 
topping pop songs to obscure Japanese 
noise music to Paul McCartney ballads, 
with strict attention to the details of 
each track's construction. It’s a meticu- 
lous album that nonetheless exudes 
spontaneity its fast-paced playfulness. 
“There's a smile factor to it,” says 
Bob Cronin, a/k/a DJ BC, the brains 
behind Boston’s Mash Ave mash-up 
project and one of the city’s mash-up 
experts. The opener, “Once Again,” be- 
gins with mere hints Ciara’s “Goodies” 
and Boston's “Foreplay/Long Time” — 
unlikely yet well-suited pairing 
layered beneath Ludracris’s abrasive rap 
stylings from “Pimpin’ All over the 
World.” Stripped down and exposed, 
Ludacris’s rambling lyrical bravado 
takes on a new vulnerability. In under 
a minute, Gillis combines two subpar Top 
tunes into swirling, confident prod- 
uct and simultaneously destroys a song 


generally adored by adoles- 
cent boys everywhere. 

Or does he? He says 
there’s not much calcula- 
tion to his musical com- 
binations beyond listen- 
ing to the radio fre- 
quently and intently 
and searching for isolat- 
ed drum riffs or 
melodies to download, 
dissect, and proclaim his 
own. And he’s not alone. 
you have computer and 
a reliable Internet connec- 
tion, you can create your 
own mash-ups. What 
you might not have his 
technical skill. 

Philo Farnsworth, the 
force behind Illegal Art, 
says that Gillis’s precision 
what attracted his in- 
terest. “Cregg has a care- 
ful, constructed manner 
and an instinctive sense 
about how put together 
tracks,” he points out over 
the phone from Pitts- 
burgh. “But you can throw 
his music for pure 
pleasure. lot sample- 
based artists never get 
that level.” 

Farnsworth launched Gillis’s musical 
career, which has always been a full-time 
side project of sorts. It was Illegal Art 
that discovered him and began releasing 
Girl Talk albums in 2000, when he was 
still a student at Case Western Reserve. 
The CDs consist of material composed for 
live shows that he put together piece-by- 
piece his laptop. “It’s popular because 
it’s musically egalitarian,” says Cronin. 
“There's no snobbiness in his mash-ups. 
Some the songs sound better together 
than they do on their own.” 

perfect world, this would the 
mash-up artist’s goal. Portions Night 
Ripper do follow traditional A-B mash-up 
form, the Freelance Hellraiser did 
with their 2001 Christina Aguilera- 
Strokes infusion “A Stroke of Genie-us.”

in its appropriations and more accessi- 
ble. “His music has gotten much 
tighter over the years,” says Jarrod 
Weeks, otherwise known as Lord Crunge 
the Pittsburgh-based rap duo Grand 
Buffet, and Gillis’s long-time friend and 
musical collaborator. “Night Ripper is still 
raw, but it flows more, and it’s less 
glitchy and clicky.” 

New software technology making 
mash-ups both easier and more 
prevalent.

excellent local drummer who plays 
with the alt-country band Frank Smith, 
pointed Sheridan, shouting, “Holy 
shit, it’s Buddy Miles! This guy fuck- 
ing amazing!” Before the last note 
the set finished ringing out, he’d jumped 
stage shake Sheridan’s hand. 
Harvard Square, among crowd be- 
mused grandparent-looking folks and 
kids with balloon-animal hats, middle- 
aged Dana Carvey look-alike jumped 
and down and pounded his fists 
the stage like maniac throughout the 
band’s entire set, all the while laughing 
hysterically. 

Earl Greyhound aren’t reinventing 
the wheel with their music, a familiar 
take guitar rock that’s one part 
T. Rex, one part Cheap Trick, and three 
parts Led Zeppelin. They have char- 
ismatic stage presence. (The New 
Sasha Frere-Jones wrote, “Whether or 
not Earl Greyhound are the Next Big 
Thing irrelevant watching them will 
convince you that they are.”) But their 
real appeal lies execution. more 
people hear the band’s debut, Soft Targets 
(Some), comparisons with contempo- 
raries mining similar musical terrain 
are inevitable. But what separates Earl 
Greyhound from, say, Wolfmother the 
illogically popular Australian band who 
fancy themselves present-day Zeppelin 
but come off more like Spinal Tap 
tunes.

The Drones’ fatal shore

There are echoes all across Gala Mill 
(ATP), the new album by the Aus- 
tralian band the Drones. Seeing themselves 
descended from national legacy bru- 

tality and suffering, the band catch some- 
thing the plainspoken vision history- 
as-horror-show that the Pogues expressed 
“And the Band Played Waltzing Matilda.” 
Working often vast sonic and narra- 
tive scale, the Drones can recall Neil 
Young’s widescreen epics “Cortez the Killer” 
and “Powderfinger.” times the music 
suggests people trying blast their way out 
of a history, personal or political, as in the 
fiercest music from the Mekons or Eleventh 
Dream Day. And Gareth Liddiard’s vocals 
can recall Dylan (on “Dog Eared,” which fea- 
tures line Dylan would proud call his 
own “My heart might hang gave 
an inch”) or, on “Words from the Execution- 
er to Alexander Pearce,” Leonard Cohen, but 
Cohen who has seen too much for his 
sense irony ever again precise 
insulating pleased with itself. 

As you might gather from those an- 
tecedents, the Drones make music that ain’t 
particularly fun. But ambition and audacity 
provide their own brand thrills, and Gala 
Mili abounds in both. 

The title comes from the 10,000-acre 
farm rural Australia where they recorded 
the album. The spirit that permeates Gala 
Mill might come from there too. It’s not just 
the twittering birds and barking dogs and 
squeaking barn doors you hear between 
tracks. It’s the sense being out time 
which doesn’t mean out of touch. The sto- 
ries are told voices that suggest the con- 
victs, taken shackles Australia nearly 
200 ago rising from the dead and rat- 
their chains rob our sleep. The 
merely topical and contemporary are 
thrown off order get what ele- 


mental and abiding. The present horrors 
that pop over the course the opening 
“Jezebel,” from suicide bombers to the 
murder of Daniel Pearl, are conjured not 
the sometimes puerile lyrics 
best for the west and the greed? Kill 
all? Let em breed?”) but by Liddiard’s bad- 
news-town-crier delivery and the way Rui 
Periera’s attempts to chart a chiming gui- 
tar phrase are ground down by Mike No- 
ga’s drumming and Fiona Kitschin’s bass, 
the sound grime being ground into sil- 
ver. Liddiard’s repeated would love 
see you again” seems reach from far- 
ther and farther down black hole.

n New Year’s Day 1975, an Eng- 

lish businessman named Rodney 

Drake, from his home Far Leys 

the Warwickshire village 

Tanworth-in-Arden, wrote a let- 
ter several pages his family doctor, 
James Lusk, who years earlier had as- 
sisted the birth his son Nick. The let- 
ter began: “My dear Lusko, Thank you 
very much for your most interesting letter 
and for the time and trouble you took 
give such helpful opinion about Nick. 
lam very sorry to say that we have lost 
poor Nick.” 

Limpidly and terribly crystallized 
these lines their almost parodic Eng- 
lish modesty, and the density that 
word “lost” complete miniature ac- 
count Nick Drake, the singer-songwriter 
who died during the night November 
24, 1974, of a self-administered overdose 
anti-depressants: “poor Nick,” about 
whom such helpful opinions were offered 
and such trouble was taken, and about 
whom, in the end, nothing could be done. 
Drake was son English privilege: born 
in Burma, raised in a big house amid the 
sheep-studded fields middle England, 
educated Marlborough and then Cam- 
bridge. His conservative parents largely 
stood back, in attitudes of cautious indul- 
gence, gentle, long-fingered, music- 
obsessed Nick grew tall and handsome, 
singing exquisite songs gauzy summer 
whisper.

Down 
the city he went, like something from a 
folk tale, to make not his fortune (that was 
already secure) but his name. 

And back came, three comprehen- 
sively ignored albums later, state 
ruin. 

For the last two years his life Nick 
Drake was engaged, the exclusion 
activities like smiling, talking, and 
washing, one the most absorptively 
distressing rites of young manhood: the 
attempted Return. Utterly thrown life 
in London, unable to understand why his 
beautiful music wasn’t making him fa- 
mous, chemically confused, “falling fast 
and falling free” sang “Harvest 
Breed,” Drake had retreated to Far Leys, to 
his old bedroom, his (by now very worried) 
parents. had gone back his Eden, 
the scene of his earliest bliss, and found it 
ashes. his last days was reading 
The Myth Sisyphus over bowls 
cereal. Trevor Dann’s the Deep- 
est Sea: The Search for Nick Drake (Da Capo) 
the second major biography Drake. The 
first, in 1997, was Patrick Humphries’s 
authoritative Nick Drake, from which the

letter was taken. won’t Dann the dis- 
courtesy wondering why felt another 
biography was necessary; enough note 
that his book quite compassionate, 
insightful, well written, and thoroughly 
researched as its predecessor, without (it 
seems me) significantly expanding our 
understanding. 

Drake’s sound well defined Dann 
near the end of Darker Than the Deepest Sea: 
“From jazz he took freeform modal struc- 
tures that ask more questions than they 
answer, and from the acoustic folk tradi- 
tion took powerful rhythmic engine 
propel his music.” His early lyrics were full 
smudged-lens signifiers rain, leaves, 
rivers, all in a drift — that never took on 
the solidity either reality symbol;

sion. Sonny, Please, his first studio 
album in five years, finds him 

more relaxed. He settles into the 
ballad standard “Stairway to the 


Stars” and lets inspiration find 
him instead of pushing for it. The 
usual Rollins calypso is taken at a 
slower-than-usual tempo; there 
are even a couple of waltzes, one 
of them Noél Coward's “Someday 
I'll Find You.” Guitarist Bobby 
Broom is a welcome respite from 
long-time pianist Stephen Scott; 
drummer Steve jordon locks into 
understated tidal grooves with 
bassist Bob Cranshaw. The dark, 
swaggering one-chord vamp of the 
title track recalls “East Broadway 
Rundown,” and Sonny digs into it, 
veering into adjacent keys, build- 
ing his attack with slurs and 
growls and honks. When he re 
turns during trombonist Clifton 
Anderson's solo, he’s beyond style 
or category, as up-to-the-minute 
as David Murray, as timeless 
as. . . well, Sonny Rollins. Yes, 
he’s still compelled to quote 
Stephen Foster's “Oh, Susannah” 
every couple of tunes (specifically, 
“lL come from Alabama/With a 
banjo on my knee”), but it’s easy 
to forgive him on this outing.

“Once 
upon a time,” a voiceover begins, and the 
camera rises up through a womblike cave in- 
the sunshine Spain 1944, the after- 
math of the Civil War and near the end of 
World War Il, where Ofelia is reading the 
fairy tale that’s being narrated. 

del Toro’s previous two films, es- 
pinazo del diablo|The Devil's Backbone (2001) and 
Hellboy (2004), the objective facts history, 
the dates and places and events, can’t con- 
tain the chthonic forces that shape them, 
the demons and fairies that lurk 
books and her imagination and under her 
bed. But here the director succeeds, as he 
didn’t before, his fusion innocence and 
evil, nightmare and delight, one the 
most cinematically exuberant films 2006, 
one that blurs the line between lucid fable 
and surreal enigma.

To understand the difference between 

Hollywood's notion of fairy tales and 
Guillermo del Toro's, compare the faun in The 
Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch and the 
Wardrobe with the one in Pan's Labyrinth. The 
Narnia faun — well-spoken, with his muffler and 
his cozy drawing room — could pass for a goatish 
version of C.S. Lewis himself. Del Toro’s version — 
well, it looks like something he thinks he saw 
as a little kid. 

“It came from behind the armoire grand- 
mother.

The fact is, | have a very personal place for 
monsters in my life. They are not just creatures of 
literature or cinema, to me they are archetypical 
spiritual beings.”

Many have commented his deal- 
ing with the dark side existence. fascinat- 
with violence, death, bugs, monsters, and evil, 
but cheerful about it.

when it comes to innocence. “! don't idealize 
childhood,” he says, “as you can see in Pan's 
Labyrinth or even Chronos (his first film, which es- 
tablished him as a major filmmaker in 1993).

That 
brings me very close to the spirit of fairy tales, in 
which brutal things and brutal rites of passage oc- 
cur to little children.”

10:30 am), but he does evoke and exam- 
ine them with poetic, elliptical grace. 
Keniloe (Tony Kgoroge), alienated 
young man living Johannesburg, takes 
his existential funk and copy Narud- 
din Farah’s novel Links to the park, where 
meets someone with genuine reasons 
miserable. Luminous and grave 
her blue silk shawl, Fatima (Fatima Her- 
si) has found refuge South Africa after 
most her family were massacred 
thugs in Somalia. Wounded, she barely 
survived herself.

Other countries confront the guilt 
their past different ways. How would 
you like hail from home town that 
also the site one the Reich’s most 
notorious concentration camps? Rex 
Bloomstein’s KZ (2005; January 18 @ 6:45 
pm), the inhabitants Mauthausen wa- 
ver among indifference, embarrassment, 
and defiant pride. (One crusty matron re- 
calls how handsome her SS-officer hus- 
band looked their wedding, which was 
celebrated in the camp itself.) For those 
unfamiliar with the horrors this Aus- 
trian outpost the Holocaust, grimly 
eloquent docents, some of them grand- 
children of SS members, guide visitors 
through its walled relics and ghosts. 
They vividly describe such experiences 
the last moments someone piled along 
with 1500 other naked men, women, and 
children into a small tiled, utterly dark 
room and gassed with Zyklon Harrow- 
ing, macabre, and times blackly com- 
ic, provides uneasy questions unex- 
pected questions. 

here America have our own 
skeletons disinter. Peter Miller’s SACCO 
AND VANZETTI (2006; January 17 @ 8 pm) 
takes that textbook case the failure 
the system, rather its distortion 
the rich, powerful, and entitled into 
instrument oppression. Miller relates 


the facts the case which Massachu- 
setts courts strong-armed two anarchist 
Italian immigrants into the electric 
chair. poses some provocative paral- 
lels with the War Terror, but his talk- 
ing heads and archival photos make for 
subpar Ken Burns filmmaking. 

More exhilarating Anthony Giacchi- 
no’s THE CAMDEN 28 (2006; January 20 @ 
noon). Not because style and 
artistic ambitions are any more ambi- 
tious this minimal, efficient docu- 
mentary. But the story is one that any 
perceptive studio would crazy not 
snap up. Back 1971, when faith-based 
political groups believed such whack- 
job ideals non-violence and social jus- 
tice opposed the current all-Ameri- 
can activities bombing heathens and 
making money, the title group 
Catholic, Protestant, and other peace- 
minded folks conspired break into the 
courthouse in Camden, New Jersey, and 
destroy the files thousands young 
local men about drafted into fight- 
ing the moribund Vietnam War. Be- 
fore their “action,” the group had dinner 
together, with 13 at one table, and one 
jestingly asked, “Who’s Judas?” 

The identity that figure just one 
many unbelievable-but-true twists and 
turns tale that ended what former 
Supreme Court justice William Brennan 
described “one the great trials the 
century.” almost makes for 
Sacco and Vanzetti, and certainly chal- 
lenges what passes for justice the 
post-John Ashcroft era. people with 
haircuts and clothes like that can pull off 
something like this, why can’t we? ©

There’s been 
a new one roughly every year since 1986, 
for more than dozen systems. each 
game Dracula returns wreak havoc 
the planet, and each game re- 
pelled.

Lyric Stage Company 
Boston, where the piece is in its area pre- 
miere (through February 3), it is thrillingly 
sung and stylishly staged by Stephen Terrell, 
with musical direction by the exemplary 
Jonathan Goldberg, who leads an invisible 
six-person combo. The Achilles heel the 
heady theater piece that LaChiusa does 
not entirely succeed translating venerable 
Japanese conceptions faith and honor 
2oth- and 21st-century New York. Still, the 
composer/lyricist/librettist’s work is so in- 
telligent, so musically sophisticated, and so 
emotionally smoldering that it survives its 
own seemingly fatal flaws. A woman be- 
hind me remarked of the show, “It isn't Okla- 
homa!” It isn’t, and I'd rather be here. 

Each of LaChiusa’s two acts, which tell 
different stories, opens with a variation on a 
third tale, “Kesa and Morito,” in which, 
against a red-lit background, the lovers of 
the title prepare for a last erotic if murder- 
ous encounter. Kabuki meets Bob Fosse in 
the choreography the parallel pieces, 
which both woman and man experience 
“what it’s like to be God,” watching from a 
distance “as the lie becomes the truth and 
the truth becomes the lie.”

Moving from Paris, where suc- 
cessful playwright Leo upsets the love nest 
of his old artist friends Otto and Gilda, to 
London, where newly prosperous painter 
Otto returns the favor, to New York, 
where Otto and Leo turn rescue their 
beloved from dull marriage wealthy 
art dealer, the play creaks little its 
travels. least the Publick staging the 
movement is fleet. A 2004 Williamstown 
Theatre Festival revival featuring Marisa 
Tomei and Campbell Scott actually starred 
Hugh Landwehr’s elaborate sets which 
made the scenery-shifting intermissions 
less pit stops than layovers. For the Pub-

Lincoln Center’s Dance Camera Festival

EW YORK — One persistent 

question surrounding the 35th 

Dance on Camera Festival, 

which winds this Saturday 

Lincoln Center’s Walter Reade 
Theater, is “Just what is dance film” As a 
category it’s even more accommodating 
than dance itself. There were films 
dances and f:!ms about dances. There were 
documentaries historical and contempo- 
rary dance stars. There were experimental 
films of dancers and dancelike cinematic 
fantasies made by dancers. There were story 
films, real and imaginary, evocative shorts 
and longwinded tributes, and even forgot- 
ten Hollywood spectacle, Gene Kelly’s 1956 
Invitation to the Dance. 

The best the films was able see 
last week showcased contemporary choreog- 
raphers in vastly different settings. Charles 
Atlas, a long-time collaborator of Merce 
Cunningham, filmed his 1999 dance Biped. 
One Flat Thing, Reproduced originated as a stage 
dance by William Forsythe (One Flat Thing) 
but reached the screen in a filmic interpreta- 
tion by the Belgian director Thierry de Mey. 
And Lucinda Childs was the subject of a doc- 
umentary by Patrick Bensard, director of the 
Cinémathéque de la Danse in Paris. 

What liked best about all three films 
was how they stuck the subject. Al- 
though they all used camera work and ed- 
iting to provide perspective, you came 
away from each with a real sense of having 
gotten closer something you’d maybe 
suspected before but couldn’t have learned 
any other way. 

Patrick Bensard was bowled over Lu- 
cinda Childs’s dancing in Einstein on the 
Beach, the celebrated Robert Wilson/Philip 
Glass spectacle of the 1970s. He followed her 
career, which has largely unfolded in Eu- 
rope since then, and around 2001 began 
a series of interviews with her that form the 
this film. When she isn’t working 
abroad, Childs now lives on Martha’s Vine- 
yard, having finally given up her loft in 
gentrified SoHo, and the tranquil seaside 
landscape seems complement her reflec- 
tions on her working process. 

Lucinda Childs follows standard documen- 
tary practice: composite talking 
heads, archival performance clips, and 
scenes from recent rehearsals. Childs 
works with dancers from the Ballet de 
1979 Dance and coaches Mikhail Barysh- 
nikov pieces she was setting for his 
White Oak Dance Project. These compo- 
nents are very skillfully put together 
that you never feel the droning pall Sig- 
nificance that muffles the usual fare 
PBS the History Channel. But the film 
doesn’t speed through its paces faster than 


the mind can process. you get savor 
the perceptive observations collaborators 
like Glass, Wilson, and leader-of-the-’6os- 
dance-avant-garde Yvonne Rainer. 

Childs projects her own star qualities, 
both in her thoughtful interviews and in 
clips her dancing, where you see why 
she’s known paragon transparent 
musicality and even-tempered determina- 
tion. The same qualities permeated Ten Part 
Suite, the piece she made two years ago for 
Boston Ballet. Archival material reveals her 
zany side — her 1964 solo Carnation, a tri- 
umph deadpan Dada involving kitchen 
sponges and hair curlers, and some droll 
footage where she plays a gum-chewing 
hairdresser who looks like Lucile Ball. 

Biped was the first dance the ever-adven- 
turous Merce Cunningham made using 
the techniques motion capture, 
which dancers’ movement can be relayed 
computer, then manipulated digitally 
and projected onto a screen. But this was 
no Happy Feet animation. Computer artists 
Paul Kaiser and Shelley Eshkar translated 
the Cunningham phrases into dancelike 
forms, some fairly human skeletal trac- 
ings and some more fanciful, like lines of 
dots that explode into tumbling bundles 
leaves petals. Together with artfully de- 
ployed lines and dashes, these projections 
front and back scrims became scenic 
environment for the live dancers rather 
than distracting separate display. 

Charles Atlas’s film Biped was shot 
from variety camera positions, and 
accomplishes fine record the dance 
imagine. One long high shot takes 
in the whole dancing space, floating in a 
black void that may or may not be a theater. 
Full-stage films dance often miniatur- 
ize the dancers and their movement, so 
filmmakers tend concentrate smaller 
groups and close-ups that sacrifice some 
the choreography. But Biped more than 
the dancers, and Atlas keeps coming back 
that total space to show them at play among 
the fanciful motion-captured shapes. Over- 
head views show how the lighting design 
(by Aaron Copp) washes parts the floor 
with blue or white, changing the climate 
from night noon dappled shade. Cavin 
Bryars’s sustained, quiet music for violin, 
cello, and keyboards contributes the feel- 
ing repose. 

The film Biped isn’t overpowering 
the dance is in the theater. You don’t get 
the visceral impact the dancers the 
stunning effects the projections chang- 
ing shape and swooping around 
them. But somehow the film brings you 
right into the dance’s world. Biped becomes 
your own fantasy.

Thing stage, could look the film 
without any previous reference. was shot 
immense high space, perhaps old 
European railroad station, with a half-moon 
window one end filling the arch the 
and clerestory windows you see only 
rectangles sunlight marching long 
across the floor.

Then, out black screen you hear 
roaring When the lights come up, 
you realize that people are running, pushing 
tables across the block-long floor, fast 
afraid they able stop be- 
fore crashing into wall.

Say what you will about not judging 
book its cover, the bill-ringed 
ber ducky adorning the jacket Neal 
Pollack’s Alternadad leaves little waddle 
announces that this book not 
going make the perfect baby-shower 
gift for prospective parents seeking tradi- 
tional role models, sage advice, or treacly 
anecdotes. 

In Alternadad, Pollack, author of the 
love-or-loathe fictions The Neal Pollack An- 
thology American Literature and Never Mind 
the Pollacks, has written what amounts 
extended meditation arrested devel- 
opment his own. But maintaining his 
status weed-smoking 
hipster isn’t enough; Pollack wants en- 
sure that his son, Elijah, will inherit his 
coolness gene, will love the Ramones as 
much Daddy does. 

semi-comical dilemmas and mini- 
crises threaten accelerate his forward 
march into middle-age-hood, Pollack’s 
Peter Pan Syndrome powers on. Like most 
American dads the post-feminist era, 
has qualms about taking Lamaze 
classes, changing poopy diapers, even 
watching SpongeBob. And his daily worries 
are typical for struggling parent with 
young offspring: bills, schools, livable 
housing, affordable health insurance. But 
retiring his rock-and-roll shoes not

As the book winds down, with Elijah 
making the most his terrible twos 
and becoming behavioral problem 
pre-school biting other kids, sticking 
things his nose, and generally wreak- 
ing havoc you begin wonder whether 
Pollack will experience epiphany 
just bumble along his self-obsessed 
way. Although he’s more than 
justified disdaining today’s 
over-protective precious parent- 
ing culture, Alternadad doesn’t 
make convincing case for his 
alternative. 

“At that moment,” he says 
after one play session with his 
son, “I loved being a daddy. Of 
course, other moments, 
kind hated being daddy. 
But that, as 1 was learning, 
comes with the daddy territory.” 
Rather than letting himself 
defined as a parent, Pollack sees 
parenting role fit into 
his schedule. ever stopped 
trying teach Elijah how 
cool, might learn something 
fromhim.

In March of 1971, Kuntzler managed the 
congressional campaign Mattachine pres- 
ident Franklin Kameny the first openly 
gay candidate running for Congress who 
was seeking non-voting seat representing 
the District Columbia. April that 
year, helped found another equal-rights 
group, DC’s Gay Lesbian Activists Alliance 
(GLAA), the US’s oldest continuously active 
gay and lesbian civil-rights organization. 


Kuntzler, 65, has near-total recall the 
momentous dates in his life. (Within three 
minutes meeting him his office, he’s 
told the date and day the week his 
birth, and the Grosse Pointe, Michigan, 
hospital which was born. Later, navi- 
gating the wide avenues around Capitol Hill, 
tells that first arrived two 
days after his 20th birthday, Thursday, 
December 28, 1961.

There were also six VHS volumes of 
The Men Who Killed Kennedy, incendiary 
British documentary series that began 
airing on A&E in 1988; a DVD of fresh foot- 
age from Dallas’s WFAA-TYV, called JFK: The 
Story Behind the Story; and some crumbling, 
yellowing newspapers, one them the 
November 23, 1963 issue of the New York 
Times, screaming: KENNEDY KILLED 
SNIPER RIDES CAR DALLAS;

The package contained another issue 
the Times, this one dated November 25, 1963, 
the day after Jack Ruby pumped Lee Harvey 
Oswald's stomach with a hot .38 slug.

“We 
lived then age 
innocence,” Kuntzler 
says the closing 
months in 1963. War 
and depression notwith- 
standing, America had 
spent the previous three 
decades under great 
near-great presidents 

— Roosevelt, Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy 
who were decent 
men. There was fun- 
damental belief that the 
American government 
was essentially good. 

“It was inconceiv- 
able to anybody that 
there would be a con- 
spiracy 
president the United 
States.” 

So it was an existential shock for 
Kuntzler walk into his office 
Structural Clay Products Institute after 
lunch Friday 1963 see his co- 
workers crowded around large black- 
and-white TV, to see Walter Cronkite take 
off his glasses and announce gravely that 
President Kennedy had died. 

He cried, of course. And on Sunday, 
when the casket lay state the Capitol 
Rotunda, lined with hundreds 
thousands of others at 10 pm, in near- 
freezing temperatures, and finally paid his 
respects at 7 am. “It was like a death in the 
family,” Kuntzler says. took year 
get over it.” 

Like the rest the country, Kuntzler 
also watched deadened silence the 
peripheral dramas unfolded the 
days after. saw Oswald television,” 
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HANDS Self-described patsy Lee Harvey Oswald becomes our fourth presidential 
assassin; Lyndon Baines becomes our 36th president.

THE SUM ALL THEORIES 

Reading about the Kennedy assassination 
like sliding down rabbit hole, wandering 
drunk through hall mirrors. Everywhere 
you turn, there’s another face rogue’s 
gallery con-men and G-men, small-time 
hoods and heads federal agencies, oil men 
and mob guys, Communists and anti-

The assassination, Kuntzler says now, “is 
the pivotal event life.” But wasn’t 
until 1991, when a friend sent him a video 
documentary the conspiracy theory, 
that began studying earnest.

Kennedy. spent the next four years buried 
evidence. Finally, says, came two 
conclusions: Lee Harvey Oswald killed one 
neither Dallas police officer Jefferson Davis 
Tippit nor President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 
And that the government had restructured 
evidence bring line with their version 
events.” 

Anyone who’s been schooled Kennedy 
conspiracy theories familiar with their 
common touchstones. The clumsy, bolt- 
action Mannlicher-Carcano rifle Oswald 
allegedly used to fire three shots in six sec- 
onds. The Grassy Knoll. 
The “Babushka Lady.” The three tramps. 
“Back, and the left.” 

Kuntzler knew about these too. And, like 
many Americans (about 70 percent, accord- 
ing several polls), harbored deep sus- 
picions that they could plausibly woven 
together into account conspiracy, 
of whatever size or scope. Still, he says, “I 
hadn’t crossed the line understand.” 

his 20s, Kuntzler had supported seem- 
ingly populist Texas Democrat Lyndon 
Johnson. campaigned for him 1964, 
heading into the Deep South with stacks 
“LBJ for the USA” stickers. Nearly years 
later, friend gave Kuntzler copy Robert 
Caro’s Master the Senate, the third pro- 
posed four-volume biography this very 
complex politician. 

“One third the way through, realized 
that Lyndon Johnson was responsible for 
the assassination,” Kuntzler says plainly.

Clearly are running against the percent- 
ages here. was, however, intrigued the 
menu, which has quite a lot of real Irish food 
and several dishes that appear some- 
thing new for Boston: “Irish fusion.” also 
thought there was chance, since the own- 
ers had previously done credible tapas bar 
(Brighton’s Tasca), that this was going to be 
one those new-wave Irish bars with good 
food. 

get the name out the way, Ann 
Glover was Irish servant hanged witch 
1688. She may well have been suffering 
from dementia, since in the course of her 
imprisonment and trial she lost the ability 
speak English, and responded, all, 
what her judge (Cotton Mather!) described 
the Irish language. Although account 
survives the hanging, witness the 
trial described terms that could trans- 
lated resemble the atmosphere Saddam 
Hussein’s. 

plaque outside the restaurant describes
